another Office , and that is to bring ]udgment upon 
you, to reprove you, and convince-yor'of the evil 
you have done, andſomrimes lies-ſo hard upon your 
Conſciences that youreſolye not todo the like ano- 
thertime; and = again you not minding the-Light, 
bur ratherrebelling againſtir, are ſoon over-taken in 
the ſame evilagain ; Ok Friends, upon examination of

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your own hearts, you knowing theſe things to be” 
true, methinks, if you would aCt but as reaſonable 
men, youshould argue in this manner; Surely this 
light which shinesin my heartis the light of theLord, 
&its not placed in me to be put under a Bushel, ſurely 
loughtto obey it, and give heed to it; ir isa precious 
Light, for it ſtrives with me to make me good; it 
pleads wich me on God's behalf, toforſake evil, and 
itneyer reproyes me but when Ido evil; ſurely it can 
beno leſs then a meaſure of God's good Spirit, that 
thusshines in my heart; and ſo cauſe youto take upa 
Reſolution hence-forth to love and obey itand be led 
byit; it wasſo with me when was firſt convinced: 
The Light was ſo plain a-Thing , and ſo precious, & 
foclear a Truth to me, that have oft-times wondred 
inmyſelf how I could oppoſe it ſo long, and did nor 
bow to irſooner; and 1 then concluded what everir 
coſt me ,-to walk in the Light , & be obedient there- 
unto; and I can truly ſay to this day, I haye not ſery- 
ed a hard Maſter, nor was it eyer in the leaſt in my 
heart to queſtion the truth of it, nor hath my faith 
therein been $haken,; but withour all controyerſie ir 
is undoubtedly the"Way to Life and Immortality, 
and a 'Voyce from that excellent Glory, which it
